tled, however, Captain Barr of the Co- 
lumbia saw bis chance and took ad- 
vantage of this contest between the 
other two yachts to slip out to windward 
and thus reaching the mark nearly 
four nitnntes ahead. 


Astern of him was the Independence 


and Constitution, each striving for the 
buoy, the Boston boat giving blow for 
blow and luff for luff in every case, and 
finally swinging round with the Consti- 
tution's bowsprit rtgnt over hertaffraiL 
Two second* after, the Constitution also 
turned. 


On the yen -borne both tbe Herreshott 


boats pulled ftway from the Indepen- 
dence, but the gala was comparatively 
small, and not at all discouraging to the 
followers of the Boston boat. 


Shrouded in a dense canopy of tog, the 


Columbia swept across the finish line. 
Three minutes and forty-two seconds 
after the Constitution, and right astern, 
not nine miles or even seven, as on pre- 
vious occasions, but less than half a 
inlle, sailed the Independence, defeated 
but not humiliated.

Alfred B. Kittridge was born in 


Cheshire cotinty, N. H., March 26,1801. 
His early education was obtained in 
the public schools, and when 17 years 
of age he entered Yale university. He 
was graduated from that Institution in 
1882, and at once commenced the study 
of law in the office of Judge Veazy, at 
Rutland, Vt. 
In 1884 he entered the 


Yale law school and was graduated in 
1885, being admitted to the bar by the 
supreme court of Connecticut in June of 
the same year. 


He removed to Sioux Falls, S. D., in 


1885, and entered into a partnership 
with C. H. Winsor. Mr. Kittridge early 
manifested interest in state politics, and 
for a long time was Former Senator 
Pettigrew's trusted lieutenant In 1896 
the two parted on the money question. 
Mr. Kittrjdge was the Republican na- 
tional coramitteetuan from South Da- 
kota in 1892 and 189C. He is unmar- 
ried.

OHIO CONVENTION'S ACTION 


Believed to Foreshadow a General 
BHodiflcation of Vtewi-Kllbourae'B 
|Success Will Indicate That Brjaa la 


• Negative Factor la Party Plant 


Washington, July 12.—The action of 


the Democratic state convention of 
Ohio is of far-reaclilng importance. 
Ten years ago, when the national Demo- 
cratic organization, under tbe leader- 
ship of Mr. Cleveland, was pronounced 
for tbe gold standard, the Ohio Demo- 
crats spontaneously declared for free 
silver, and Governor Campbell, their 
candidate for election, in speaking of 
tbe campaign expressed his willingness 
to "chance it" on free silver. 


In the upheaval of 1800, Ohio was one 


of the first states to swing Into line for 
free silver, largely under the leadership 
of John li. McLean and the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. In fact, nearly all the Demo- 
crats of prominence in Ohio of that pe- 
riod were for free silver. 


About the only man now prominent 


In Ohio Democratic politics who at that 
time expressed his disbelief in free sil- 
ver was Tom Johnson. He mounted 
the platform at the Chicago convention,. 
After Bryan had been nominated, and 
announced that, while he should sup- 
port the ticket cordially, he made no 
secret of his opposition to the leading 
issue of their flght. But bis cose was 
exceptional. The Ohio Democracy re- 
mained loyal to Mr. Bryan and his fol* 
lowers throughout the first adminfstri- 
tion of McKlnley. 
When they met in 


1897, tue year after the presidential 
election, they specifically endorsed the 
Chicago platform and quoted anew its 
silver plank. 
As the first Democratic 


convention to speak after Mr. Bryan's 
defeat, their action then foreshadowed 
the necessity of another trial of the sil- 
ver issue. 
These Ohio men prove 


trustworthy, and Wednesday's action 19 
considered by political observers equally 
significant and decisive. 
It is doubt- 


ful if in the history of the country a 
case can be found of a more complete 
party turn about. 


If Kilbourne runs through it will prove 


that Bryan Is a negative factor in Demo- 
cratic plans. 
The action of the Ohio 


Democrats clearly foreshadows that in 
the next Democratic convention it will 
be extremely conservative both In plat- 
form and candidates if present indica- 
tions count for anything. 
The south ia 


particularly desirous always of electing 
a Democratic president, and '.t will go 
Into the next Democratic convention 
with a view to selecting somebody who 
will catch the independent Vote of the 
old-time doubtful states in the north. 


Probably this overturn withm the 


Democratic party will come more slow- 
ly In states like Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont than in places where, like Ohio, 
it always stauds a certain chance of suc- 
cess. 


It Is not expected here, among polit- 


ical observer.", that Kilbourne will be 
elected in Ofc'o. Republican majorities 
in that stato for the last 10 years have 
averaged 50,000.

Salmon Fishermen 


A BATTLE BETWEEN BOATS 


la Which White Men Overcome Ori- 


entals sad Destroy Fishing and 


| Shooting Paraphernalia—Consider* 
[ able Shooting, but Nobody Hurt 


Vancouver, B. C., July 12.—The de- 


velopments la the Prazer nver strike 
Situation have been startling. 
The 


onion fishermen now have the upper 
hand, having accoiuplished a coup d'etat 
which is without parallel in the history 
of the many labor disturbances in Brit- 
ish Columbia. As a result of a battle 
of small boats In the gulf, a battle Sn 
which many shots were exchanged, but 
In which no combataut was killed, 10 
Japanese were taken prisoners by the 
strikers. 
The Japanese boats were 


overturned, the rifles and fishing gear 
of the Orientals thrown into the water 
and the Japanese themselves taken to 
one of the small islands away out in the 
gulf. 


Exactly where this island is located 


Is a secret of the white fishermen, for 
they chose It several weeks ago for oc- 
casions such as this. 
They say they 


will continue to maroon non-union Jap- 
anese there for the remainder of the 
season, or until the place is discovered 
by tbe authorities. All that is known 
is that the Island is between here and 
Nauaimao, 50 miles away, and that it 
Is hard to find. The Japanese will be 
given food everv few days and made 
comfortable, although closely guarded 
until a settlement is readied or until 
their island prison is located by the au- 
thorities. 


Two provincial constables were out in 


Japanese boats yesterday, and effected 
the arrest of sis white fishermen. These 
are charged wli h mlesting the Japanese. 
A shot was fired from another boat at 
the time of the arrest, and the arrested 
men themselves tried to bluff the con- 
stables at the time of the arrest by fir- 
Ing In the air. No one was hurt by the 
shooting. 


The Japanese held a big meeting at 


Stevenson, raised by voluntary sub- 
scriptions $4000 for a Japanese hospital, 
which they think may be needed, and 
then discn*>£>ed the salmon catching sit- 
uation. 
Some are in favor of joining 


the union men In the strike. The meet- 
Ing broke up without definite action. 


A big run of salmon is reported coming 


to from the south. The cauners think 
the union men will not stand firm in 
view of the temptation to participate in 
the catching:. 
There is renewed talk 


of calling out the militia.

ager A. B. Peufleld of the Pan-Ameri- 
can exposition was accosted the \her 
day by a tall, soldierly looking maai, 
wltb an accent which betrayed his 
southern origin, with a hearty, "You 
are Mr. Penfield, are you not?" 


"I am," said the manager. 
"Well, my dear sir, I am Captain 


Harry Lacey of Cbrslcana, Tex., and 
with my regiment fought tte Federal 
troops at Mission Ridge. I wish to say 
your picture Is very fine, extmnely 
flue, sir, and I am glad to see the action 
so impartially reproduced. I was with 
Rogers' Texas rangers. You know we, 
as an organization, were badly cut up 
at Corinth, Misa. Well, Mr. Penfleld. 
your Red Star Midway route is all 
right, and your shows are superb. I 
shall, like all the rest of my editorial 
confreres, carry bock to Texas, sir, a 
lively sense of gratitude for your great 
kindness to ua as a body. Now I am 
going to give you a treat." 


Mr. Penfield started bttck with fright 


as be saw visions of a drinking bout 
and realized that tbe average south- 
erner drank as well as be fought. He, 
however, was much relieved when he 
saw the tall Texan unbutton bis frock 
coat and draw forth from an inner 
pocket with care a woru leather book, 
from an inner pocket of which he took 
a worn piece of parchment, such as 
was used during tbe civil war for gen- 
eral orders or dispatches.

Sheridan forced hik' way to tne crest 
of the 'ridge I broke'through his line in 
the contusion and, passing rapidly 
down to the first line at our old posi- 
tion, hid in a rifle pit until nightfall, 
when I escaped and joined Ixmgstreet 
in Virginia. In the bottom of the pit 
I found the order with some other pa- 
pers addressed to, the' Federal general 
Granger. I thlnk'it dropped from some 
officer's coat tn the scramble up hill. I 
have managed to keep It ever since, 
for it was that charge he orders in this 
paper which carried the day for the 
Union forces, so you see it haa a great 
historic value." 


Mr. Penfleld pleaded with tie south- 


erner to sell it, but the tall Texan re- 
fused with a dignity which told Mr. 
Penfleld to desist. The former Con- 
federate leaned over the -platform and 
scanned closely tbe great battle, saying 
softly: "It's grand. Ifs real, but all so 
terrible." Then, wiping a furtive teai- 
from his eyes, be added, "But it took 
western blood to do It, and, after all, 
they were mostly of southern extrac- 
tion."

WHAT FISH EAT. 


Moirt Denizen* of the Deep live on 


Animal Sabitanee*. 


There are many thousand specips of 


fishes, and naturally there is a great di- 
versity in their food. Nevertheless, it is 
possible to divide it into seven distinct 
classed. Now, all the animal life fests on 
a foundation of vegetables. Plants store 
up the vital forces in the air and sun- 
shine and pass them on to the great army 
of vegetarians, who in their turn yield 
them up to the animals which live on 
flesh. One or two additional steps may 
sometimes be interposed, bat the result is 
the same. A caterpillar eats a cabbage, 
an ishneumon fly quarters her brood on 
the caterpillar, an insect eating bird 
snaps up the fly, and a bird of prey 
pounces upon the fly catcher and finishes 
the story. The inevitable order is plant, 
vegetarian, flesh eater. 


The vast majority of fishes feed on fishes 


or other animals found, in the sea. Prob- 
ably, however, the vegetarians are more 
numerous than are generally supposed. 
For instance, all the textbooks declare 
tbft a gray mullet feeds on the living 
matter obtained by straining sand or 
mud in its mouth, which doubtless is true, 
but they ought to explain that owing to 
the peculiar 'construction of its throat 
larger bodies are prevented from passing 
into the stomach, which is not trae. No 
amount of letterpress will persuade a 
Land's End fisherman that a gray mullet' 
cannot or does not eat seaweed. He is 
convinced from a lifelong observation of 
its habits that it does, and the fact that 
the fish's stomach is often found full of 
seaweed proves that the fisherman is 
right. Fishes which undoubtedly catch 
and swallow living prey are wont on oc- 
casion to treat themselves to a dish of 
vegetables. I assisted at the post mortem 
examination of a bream which contained, 
in addition to a crab, large helpings of 
two kinds of'seaweed in different stages 
of digestion. 


But doubtless it is a fact that fishes 


live for tb* most part on animal diet, and 
it Is obvious that this mast consist large- 
ly of some other class than their own. If 
fishes ate fishes only, the race would soon 
become extinct. Fortunately the sea is 
full of life, and for those which cannot or 
will not eat seaweed there are worms in- 
numerable, 
jellyfisbes, 
starfishes 
and 


eea urchins, the great host living in shells, 
from the oyster to the periwinkle and the 
limpet, crabs and all other kindred, and 
lastly other fiabes. The appetite must be 
capricious indeed which cannot find some- 
thing to tempt it among ail this vast ar- 
ray.—Newport News-Herald.

Fire Iruurtnc* Companies Did Not 


Respond To Plan as Was Antici- 


pated, 
No Other Appoint- 


ments To Be Made 


The resignations of tae j; member* 


of the protective company of the fir? 
departm-nt was hand^l to ciii^f Byara 
this 
afternoon, and will be by him 


turned over to the miyor with the rec- 
ommendation that they l»8 accepted. 
It ia pmbable that no ejfor- will 
be 


made at present to flu ;he places of the 
resigning members and '.iidt the oro- 
tective fmpany will aro oat of exist- 
ence as a part of t£e North Adams fir j 
department. 


This action on the part of the nro- 


tectives was decided upon at a me^t- 
ing held last evening and IB the out. 
come of the failure to secure suitable 
appara*us with which to work. Since 
it was organized nearly two years ago 
the company has done excellent work, 
although the demands on It have not 
been numerou.s and its' work has been 
appreciated. 


The company was the outgrowth of 


an effort to provide the city with a 
company that would do work similar 
to that done by the insurance orotec- 
tive companies in the larjre cities. It 
was thought and the local insurance 
agents thought, that the flre Insurance 
companies doing business in this city 
would be willing to mite In furnish- 
ing the company with rubber blankots 
to be ussd in covering goods in stores 
to 
protect them from water and also 


to-provide rubber coats. 
This would 


have bean an expense of not over three 
dollars for each of +he fire insurance 
companies doing business here. 


The following order was therefore In- 


troduced and passed in the city coun- 
cll:"Ordered, that the chief engineer of 
the flre department be and is hereby 
authorized to accept without compen- 
sation the services of a company of 12 
men who shall be severally appointed 
by the mayor, the same to be known as 
the protective company." 


This order was approved AuguBt 2, 


1899, and the new company wag organ- 
ized for work immediately 


It was found, however, that the in- 


surance companies were not all will- 
ing to assist In providing the neces- 
sary equipment, although a number of 
them were willing. It had been under- 
stood to the city council that the city 
was not to be called en to go to any 
expense for equipment, 
so that little 


coald be done for the comriany. 


Since then the 
company has 
done 


good service at many fires, especially 
in 
maintaining the fire lines an3 in 


guarding property, but their full ef- 
fectiveness ' has not been realized on 
account of lack of 'apparatus. 


The matter was fully discussed T>y 


the members last evening 
at 
the 


meeting in the hose 2 house, and it 
was decided to resign as was Indicated 
some days ago in this paper wouldsprob 
ably be done. The members were not 
at liberty to disband *he company and 
therefore the resignations 
were made 


Individually. There is no doubt that 
the resignations will be accepted. 


The oouncil 
order as quoted above 


does not require the presence of such 
a company in the flre department, sc 
that unler present conditions it is not 
likely that any attempt will be made 
to fill the places of tfcose 
resigning.

That tb» fonndatteni of St. Paul's 


cathedral lit London afforded possible 
grounds for uneasiness has long boen 
fcixiwn in a vague sort of way, says tlio 
Chicago Inter Ocean. Tue schemes for 
a new underground electric railway 
near the cathedral bag roused the dor* 
mant anxiety, which Is stimulated by 
a pronouncement by Somers Clarke, F. 
S. A. He points out that the soil on 
which the cathedral stands was never 
very good and that this caused Sir 
Christopher Wren, the architect of the 
cathedral, to take precautions, despite 
which the ground yielded. Clarke adds: 


"Had the subsoil been undisturbed 


further movement would have been Im- 
probable, but tax; water bqlow the Bandy 
stratum and over the clay was soon 
tapped as the city increased, establish- 
ing a source of great danger. A cen- 
tury ago great ties pt Iron were put in- 
to the walls of the transepts and tied 
back to the dome piers and also across 
their fronts. Since then the south tran- 
eepts have shown, a strong inclination 
to slide southward down the hillside to- 
ward the Thames. 


"Moreover, there has not only been a 


movement southward, but the wall has 
opened from dftst TO west. This wall, 
from 8 to 10 feet thick, 130 feet long 
and 130 feet high, is now showing a 
tendency to more breakage, evidently 
caused not by the thrusting of the 
arches, but by the actual subsidence of 
the soil beneath. When it la considered 
that there is now between the cathe- 
dral and the river not only deep drains, 
but an underground railway, with the 
Waterloo city line beneath that, it is 
evident that the subsoil on which the 
ponderous masonry rests has been seri- 
ously attacked. The west front, with its 
heavy towers and bells, has also sub- 
Bided,"

Better Cc«w—Rowing Expert Ad- 
•\lmtt Americana <o Bnve Cp Their 
Beat Men For m. FleUed Eight. 
The New York Herald's European 


edition publishes the following from 
its London correspondent: 


After the Btorm of excitement at the 


Henley regatta the other day there nat- 
urally came a backwash of comment 
as to how it all happened. When the 
Philadelphia boys returned to their 
boathouse below the bridge, they were 
as fresh as though they had been out 
simply for a morning sprint. Captain 
Flickwir had scarcely to Issue orders 
to the men, who disembarked as me- 
thodically as during training. 
They 


lifted their paper shell shoulder high 
to its resting place and then stripped 
themselves for the usual plunge and 
nib down before returning to their 
quarters at the Five Horseshoes. 


Yet there is no concealing the fact 


that the boys felt bad to meet defeat 
for the first time in three years, after 
sailing 3,000 mile's to wrest from Eng- 
land the highest honors of oarsman- 
ship. It was hard indeed. Every mem- 
ber of the crew was conscious that hfe 
had done his level best to win the cov- 
eted prize and felt painfully helpless 
at the result. 


Not a word of criticism against Ellis 


Ward's treatment escaped the lips of 
any of the crew. Their confidence in 
their coach was as strong as when they 
stepped aboard the Waesland brimful 
of hopes of victory. In a quiet, philo- 
sophical attitude the boys discussed 
among themselves how it happened, 
and mutually agreed that the reason 
for their defeat was because Leander 
was the better crew and that was all 
there was to it 


I had a talk with Captain Flickwir 


while be was under the hands of Joe, 
the colored attendant of the crew. 


"There1* no use lamenting about It," 


he said. "Wo were simply beaten by 
merit. Leander is the better crew and 
that's all I have to say." And the cap- 
tain of the defeated Pennsylvanians, 
trying not to look dejected, returned to 
his Ethiopian attendant for further 
massage. 


Coach Ellis Ward had little to sny 


about the result. "They're better than 
we, so they beat us; that's all." Mana- 
ger Hart was disposed to blame the 
vociferous, cheering spectators for the 
fact that for the first time in the his- 
tory of the Pennsylvania crew the boys 
failed to respond to the demand by the 
cockswain, Luke Smith, for a spurt 100 
yards from home. 


"They couldn't hear him," he said, 


"and I am strongly of the opinion that 
had they been able to get the advan- 
tage of the cockswain's voice at the 
critical moment the result might have 
been different He called for a sprint, 
but the crew did not respond. Yet, 
after all", it was at,!spr1pt all the w^.y 
from start to finish,'and the reason we 
were beaten is, in my opinion, because 
Leander was too many for us." 


M. C. Larette, one of the most famous 


experts In rowing, who has witnessed 
Henley regattas for the last 20 years, 
said: "I don't think it a question of 
style between American and English 
rowing. 
You have our' professional 


Style, which our varsity men ^lecry. 
Against any varsity crew ever brought 
forward in England I think Pennsylva- 
nia would prove invincible. 


"The Leander crew differs from an 


ordinary varsity crew. 
They have 


eight to ten years' experience and moro 
or less active training after leaving col- 
lege. 


"Moreover, the crew is picked from 


the very best oarsmen in both Oxford 
and Cambridge universities, and It real- 
ly represents the very cream of oui 
boating s*ill. Under the circumstances 
It is hardly fair to pit against them a 
crew selected from a. single university, 
like Pennsylvania, Yale or Cornell. 
What you ought to do is to save up 
from the various university crews the 
very best men, so as to form a crew 
really representative of America. When 
such a crew comes over here, provid- 
ing, of course, they possess age and 
weight equal to Leander, I am prepared 
to back their chances two to" one." 


Bob Cook, the Yale coach, while ut- 


terly disappointed at the result, told 
me that in bis opinion the race staply 
demonstrated the superiority of weight 
over strength in a long course. \Vrcu 
the Leanders are hard pushed, they win 
by putting their entire body to the oars. 
They more than discounted the efforts 
of the Penusylvaniaos;, who simply rely 
on their legs and the force of their legs 
and arms.

MODEL NATIONAL FARM 


HE WAS CALLED "OLD HORSE." 


A Quaint Chnrfccter o* the War Be- 


tv. een tbe State*. 


"Old Horse" was the nickname of a 


quaint character of the civil war, a ro- 
bust, self reliant sis footer from a farm 
in central Ohio, who joined Company C 
Sn April, 1861, and remained with it to 
the eud. He was responsible for his own 
nickname, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
In Company C's first skirmish the hoys 
were greatly excited, but they blundered 
by squads into a pretty square fight In 
relating las experience afterward each 
man was inclined to tnke-at least a char- 
itable view of his conduct, all except our 
hero. He said bluntly: 


"This old borte was scared. Why, boys, 


I had no more sense than Tom Loffland's 
bull. That bull, you know, broke a leg 
trying to jump a staked and double rid- 
ered fence when there was a gate open 
not three yards away. 


"When the rebs began to shoot, I was 


ns crazy as a wagon horse that had walk- 
ed into a bumblebees' nest. I didn't care 
•what broke, so I got away! But after a 
whirl or two round an old tree I pulled 
straight in the breeching, by gum, and 
came down to work with a tight rein on 
myself. That's the way this old horse is 
going to drive hereafter." 


After that he was always called Old 


Horse. 


On the first day of the battle at Stone 


River Old Horse was with a part of Com- 
pany C that was carried away by a'stam- 
pede through the lines of another Federal 
division. When the other part of the 
company, which bad stood fast in spite 
of the stampede, came up with the flag, 
Old Horse said: 


"I was like a thief caught in a smoke- 


bouse with a bam under each arm. I have 
no remarks to make, no excuses to offer. 
When the stampede struck me, I thought 
the world hud come to an end, and 1 ran 
like a steer. I had lots of company, and 
the- longer I rnn the more I felt like run- 
ning. But I've had all the running 1 want 
for one day, :md I'm reaijy to do my share 
of the fighting." 


And ho did it. 
Almost at the close of tbe fierce battle 


of that day and when the brigade was in 
hot pursuit of the retreating enemy they 
came up suddenly on a battery that 
pounded them with sbor and shell at 
short range. They dropped down in a 
TDuddy cornfield, knowing by tbe groans 
of the wounded that in the gathering 
darkness the Confederate gunners were 
getting their range. 


Most of tbe men were greatly excited. 


Old Horse, however, seemed to be inter- 
ested in the shooting; He called attention 
to the fact that the gunners were throw1- 
inp fuse shells so as to have them drop 
right down in the Union ranks, and be de- 
clared that any man who said you 
couldn't see a cannon ball in the air was 
a liar. 


Just tben a shell with a short fuse came 


down between Old Horse's shoulder and 
that of ihe man noxt to him. On the in- 
Btant Old Horse caught up a handful of 
mud, 
clapped it on the sputtcricg: fuse 


and said quietly, "Boys, ten to one she 
don't l>nst!" And she didn't. 


If this bad occurred overseas and long 


ngo—in Wellington's day, for example- 
Old Horse might have been a hero for 
school readers. An it was, be was simply 
one of many brave, resourceful, frank, 
droll Americans who did their duty in 
hard times.

Within a very fexv years one of the 


great sights of the national capital will 
be a perfectly appointed farm of 400 
acres, with buildings, orchards, track 
gardens and grainflelds of every kind, 
says the Washington Post All the 
fruits and vegetables of the United 
States or other countries which experi- 
ment shall prove to be capable of culti- 
vation In tills climate will be seen 
there. Systems of drainage and If nec- 
essary irrigation, model fencing, the 
most perfect methods of gathering and 
storing grain, fruits aud vegetables 
will be exhibited. In addition there 
will he a home place of six acres where 
beautiful lawns, pretty shrubbery So 
artistic designs and suitable shade 
trees will give a lesson to the suburban 
resident as well as to the owner of a 
plantation in the beautifying of dwell- 
ings and their surroundings in the 
country. 


To the scientific agriculturists and 


horticulturists this model farm, which 
will be nia<Jp and maintained by the 
department of agriculture, -will offer an 
opportunity for study in every branch 
of their science. Methods of cultivation 
of fruit trees, vegetables, cereals, the 
growing 6f grapes, the values of differ- 
ent kinds of fertilizers, will all be ex- 
hibited directly in the farm or in the 
records of its existence, which will be 
kept for reference. 


The site selected for bringing this 


project to a reality is that portion of 
the Arlington estate which lies along 
the bank of the Potomac to the east of 
the main estate, now used as a ceme- 
tery. The McClellan gate to Arlington 
will be opposite the main gate to the 
farm, and the latter will occupy all of 
that rolling land between the river 
road to the east of Arlington and the 
tiver bank. It is already partially laid 
off, and this work will be continued. 
About the center of the big farm a plot 
of six acres will be reserved for the 
dwelling, barns, etc., and this portion 
will be treated from an artistic as well 
as a utilitarian standpoint. 


Professor L. C. Corbett of the depart- 


ment of agriculture is in charge of the 
work and was brought to Washington 
from the experiment station in West 
[Virginia especially for this purpose. la 
talking over the plans for the great 
model farm the capital is to have In the 
near future Professor Corbett was en- 
thusiastic over the plan. He has gone 
over the ground and is very well satis- 
fled with the outlook. The soil Is a 
sandy loam and quite rich. Men are 
now at work plowing up the whole 
place and planting cowpeas. These 
will grow hdavily by fall, when they 
will be plowed under, and rye will then 
be sown, which will also be plowed un- 
der when green next spring. This will 
provide a uniform fertilizer for the 
whole place and give a foundation for 
future work. Next fall the fruit and 
shade trees will be set out, and every- 
thing will be done as soon as possible, 
that the farm may take form in the 
least possible time. 


The six acre lot in the center Pro- 


fessor Corbett intends to make a thing 
of beauty. It will be a park about the 
main buildings, and all around will be 
planted typical ornamental trees and 
shrubbery. It will be an object lesson 
In landscape gardening. Which trees 
and shrubs and how to plant them, 
what kinds of grass to use if or lawn 
turf and the huudred other things ex- 
periment has taught wiu be at the 
service of those who aim to beautify 
end Improve their homes. 


As a centra? experiment plantation 


the great farm will have Its highest 
value. The state agricultural stations 
are not able to maintain such large 
farms, and to this national one the hor- 
ticulturists will be able to come for a 
sort of postgraduate course In the 
etudy of their science. Within its con- 
fines they will find the most extensive 
variety and largest collection of fruit 
trees in America, and thia will include 
the small fruits, grapes, currants, 
gooseberries, etc. 


A principal feature will be experi- 


ments In the cultivation of every fruit 
or vegetable now imported from other 
countries with ft view to determining 
what can be raised here and the best 
method of cultivation. This branch 
will include vegetables of all kinds, 
fruits, hops, muskmelons, watermelons, 
squashes, grasses, forage crops and im- 
ported cereals, such as wheat and cats, 
etc. 


The cultivation of fruit and experi- 


ments to discover what are the needs 
of each variety will be studied. The 
value of fertilizers and cross fertilizers 
will also be studied. Culture tests will 
be mnde of such crops as are planted to 
cover the ground after cereals have 
been reaped, such ns votchcs, clovers 
and new leguminous plants. 


The farm will bo devoted exclusively 


to horticultural deinonstratlons.and ex- 
periments. Within five to seven years, 
It will be complete.

It is expected the 
Jury will be ready to report Monday, 
as Justice Stevens has gone to Boston 
for Sunday and possibly by this after- 
noon. 


After the grand jury had gone out 


Justice Stevens granted divorces at 
the rate of one every five minutes and 
this continued for fifteen minutes. The 
first case considered was that of Jos- 
eph O'Brien from Aurile O'Brien. This 
-couple was married 35 years ago in 
this city aud in 1895 Mrs. O'Brien left 
his home. A decree nisi for desertion 
was entered. 


Adelia Guenetto sought for legal sep 


aration from Joseph Guenetto. They 
were married in Stamford, Vt., in 1898. 
.The husband was an inebriate jnd the 
wife" had to go to work in the Arnold 
print works for a living. Mrs. Arthur 
Cummings, the mother 'of Mrs. Gue- 
netto testified to the man's laziness 
and bad habits and Justice Stevens 
ordered a decree nisi for gross and 
confirmed habits of intoxication. 


Sophia Hack of this city wanted the 


bonds of matrimony severed from Ed- 
ward Hack and evidence was 'offered 
to show that he had a police record for 
drunkenness and breaking and enter- 
ing and disturbing the peace. A de- 
cree was entered for gross and con- 
firmed habits of intoxication. 


A decree nisi was granted Jules P. 


Muesett of Lee against Delphine Meu- 
sett. 


This closed the mill of divorces dur- 


ing the morning session and then was 
taken up the Adams dog case of Har- 
ris G. Steinberg- vs. John Sharo.

Contractor Ley to Have 800 Men at 


Work in a Month 


The Jetting of the contract for build- 


ing- of the Berkshire sheet 
railway 


company's road to L^nox to Fred T, 
Ley of Springfield gives him the larg- 
est contract in the history of street 
railways in the state. The road from 
Cheshire to Great Barrinrton is to be 
42 miles long and while the exact fig- 
ures of 'he contract are not made pub- 


lic. President Glllett said that its cost 
would be about $600,000 which is ex- 
clusive of the power house and motive 
power construction. 


The conditions o-f the 
contract are 


that the read must be built and readv 
for operation within four months of 
the signing of the papers and if it ia 
not done within that hmit of time the 
Springfield firm roust forfeit $100 a day 
every day there after and vice versa, 
the firm will receive 5100 a day for sv- 
ery day that the road is finished be- 
fore the expiration of the time-limit. 


Mr. Ley is one of fhe large stock- 


holders of the "million dollar" com- 
pany and he has had large experience 
in the construction of trolley lines, hav 
ing built the 
Woronco line of west- 


field and the line fro.-n 
Westfield -° 


Springfield and the line from Palmer 
to Monson, besides a number of others 
in the Connecticut valley. 


He will have a force of 500 men a*> 


work 
en the Berkshire job within a 


week and within a fortnight there will 
be no 'ess than 800 on the job. 
The 


work of construction will 
begin 
in 


Cheshire so it is understood, and the 
various gangs of workmen will be dis- 
tributed down 
through 
Berkshire, 


so that the building will be goinsr on 
simultaneously in the several towns 
through which it is to pass. 


One of the stipulations of the con- 


tract is 
that in all cases ^reference 


shall be given to local labor but so 
great is its magnitu.-ie that it will be 
impossible to secure an the help that 
will be wanted in this section and a 
crowd.of Italians will be hired. 


President Gillett has already stated 


that the cost of the power house and 
motive construction will 
be no 
less 


than $250,000 
so that the total cost 


of the 
road will be about 
$1,000,000. 


Double truck cars costing $8000 apiece 
are to be purchased for the road, the 
best that are in the market today and 
the officers of the company give is- 
surance that their like was never seen, 
in Berkshire. 


There were some who never believed 


that this road would be built but their 
doubts ere now dispelled and there is 
every reason to believe that the T>rom- 
ise of President Gillett that the road 
will be completed '/before snow flies" 
will be fulfilled.
